Limehouse Basin scheme 
being redesigned—official 


HUNTING Gate's controver¬ 
sial development in London's 
docklands at Limehouse 
Basin Is to be redesigned. 

The landowner, British water 
ways Board, states in its annual 
report that architects Seifert &

Partners are to reconsider their 
plans because of proposals fora 
major road. 

It also confirms that the new 
plans for the North and West 
quays will increase the amount 
of water retained in the basin.

The institute’s director of 
public affairs, David Atwell, 
and assistant Barbara Reid hare 
been in the city this week 
contacting local businesses to 
drum up support fortheproject. 

The institute’s rules stale that 
a Cudat can only take place at [lie 
invitation of the community, 
but although it was first an¬ 
nounced in February this year, 
no invitation has yel been 
received. 

Some local residents now 
believe the RIBA is attempting 
to set up its own community 
group to secure the invitation. 

It was also hoped that the Hull 
school could be used as a law 
for the project with students 
performing the majority of 
support work, but this maybe 
threatened. 

The students have been an¬ 
gered by the RIB A's support for 
the closure of the architecture 
schools at Huddersfield and 
North East London Polytechnic 
and will probably boycott the 
CUDAT in protest. 

# The Cudat offers expertise 
but no cash. At a meeting of the 
Drypool Green Community 
Association it was suggested 
the £5,000 expenses for the 
weekend should be given to the 
community group which would 
then offer the team free accom¬ 
modation. The RIBA is still 
considering this offer.

RIBA can ‘still withdraw with grace*

THE RIBA should can¬ 
cel its plans for a Com¬ 
munity Urban Design 
Assistance Team in Hull 
according to the author 
of the original CUDAT 
guidelines, Rod Hack¬ 
ney. 

This is despite his earlier 
support for the selection of 
Hull as a northern venue 


after ihe first effort in South¬ 
ampton. 

A CUDAT is an intensive 
weekend of work when experts 
including architects, town plan¬ 
ners and sociologists produce a 
development plan for a run¬ 
down inner-city area. They give 
their services free, receiving only 
expenses. 

Hackney believes the RIBA 
has failed to satisfy one of the 
primary rules of a CUDAT 


Pier faces a storm 


CLIVE Nicholson Associates, 
designers of a £6 million leisure 
pier on the Thames at West¬ 
minster, have accused the bo¬ 
rough’s planners of showing “an 
incredible amount of ignor¬ 
ance" after their recommenda¬ 
tion that planning permission 
and listed building consent be 
refused because of its "appear¬ 
ance, height and bulk". 

“We can’t satisfy everyone, 
but we won’t redesign the pier 
for people who aren’t paying for 
it," said Nicholson, claiming 
that Westminster didn’t have 


enough technical expertise to 
make such a negative judgment. 

The Royal Fine Art Commis¬ 
sion, which wanted something 
"frivolous and fantasy-like", 
said thescheme was "unsatisfac¬ 
tory, obtrusive and ungainly", 
while English Heritage wanted.^-

not a great success", but feels 
lessons could be learned from it 
and would still like to see b 
scheme set up in Hull. 

“They still have the chance to 
withdraw with grace. They 
should pull out and say to the 
community — we are here if you 
want us." 

Hackney said he would also 
target the scheme on the docks, 
where an urban development 
grant could be secured to help 
put the team's plans into action. 

A spokeswoman for the 
RIBA said it was continuing 
consultation with local groups 
and still hoped to go ahead with 
the CUDAT next February. 


Totnes chainsaw massacre 


AN architect attacked a building with a chainsaw In 
an attempt to stop a neighbour adding windows 
which looked directly Into bis bedroom. 

At a magistrate's court foTolnes, PeterSullon.of 
Harrison Sutton Partnership, admitted partly 
sawing through a roof beam to stop building work on 
a bam. 

But hesaidll had not been dotleln a fit of temper— 

it was to ensure his neighbour abided by an 
agreement not to carry out alterations to the bam 
without his consent. 


Sutton said be could have had the work stopped 
with a court Injunction, but It would have been 
extremely difficult to have the work altered once it 
bad been done. 

He agreed to be bound over for six months for the 
sum of £50 and was ordered to pay costs of £25. 

Ironically, his action simply spurred his 
neighbour on. Kim Wilson-Gough had the work 
finished within two days.

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Rogers for 
major new 
Docklands 


RICHARD Rogers & Partners 
have been hired by developers 
Rosehaugh Stanhope and Bar¬ 
clay House to draw up develop¬ 
ment proposals for Brunswick 
Power Station in Docklands. 

The practice is to produce a 
mixed commercial, leisure and 
residential scheme maximising 
Lhc opportunities of a riverside 
site, in keeping with the Lea- 
mouth development brief drawn 
up by the London Docklands 
Development Corporation. 

The 6.5ha site has been at the 
centre of a dispute between the 
LDDC and the station's owner, 
the Central Electricity Gen¬ 
erating Board. 

After the station closed in 
1984 the LDDC made a com¬ 
pulsory purchase order tosecure 
the land for redevelopment, but 
disagreement over a price re¬ 
sulted in a public inquiry, fixed 
for July this year. 

But the developers, who have 
set up a joint company, Bruns¬ 
wick Wharf, managed to secure 
a contract from the CEGB to 
develop the site on condition 
that the compulsory purchase 
order was withdrawn. 

The epo has now been with¬ 
drawn and the developers have 
until next March to produce a 
scheme and put in a detailed 
planning proposal. 

A spokeswoman from the 
LDDC said the 1940s power 
station would probably be 
demolished because it would not 
be easy to refurbish and was not 
of any architectural interest.

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AS many as 20,000 homes in 
Birmingham could be afTected 
by a cEiemicat reaction attacking 
tltcir foundations. 

The properties affected have 
concrete slob floors resting on 
colliery shale foundations. The 
shale was not properly burned 
and a chemical reaction resulted 
when it came into contact with 
the city's rising water table, 
creating sulphates. 

The city has already allocated 
£2.8m to repair 20 blocksofflals 
which have been badly hit. High 
levels of sulphates have been 
found in many of the city's 
23,000 low- and mcdium-nse 
blocks, but no survey hns yet 
been carried out in private 
homes.

NEW plans by (he National 
House-Building Council to 
improve the standards of new 
houses for sale are being 
backed up by a campaign to 
inform architects of design 
problem areas. 

Basil Bean, chief executive of 
the const, cr watchdog group, 
told BD: “The role of the 
architect in the building process 
is very important.” 

He said one of the main

to direct architects to the 
problem areas so fewer defects 
got through. At least half of all 
defects occur in the design stage, 
independent surveys have 
found. 

Bean wants to see more 
feedback from people with on¬ 
site experience and is hoping for 
consultation with the RIBA and 
for more coverage of defect 
areas through the construction 
press.

the product falls below an 
acceptable level or has major 
defects, is to remove building 
firms from its register. 

This has happened to 17 firms 
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in the first six months ofthis year, 
mainly for failing to rectify 
defects found by inspectors on 
site visits. New homes without 
the NHBCcertificateare usually 
difficult to obtain mortgages 
for. 

This number could rise for the 
latter part of the year because 
the council is tightening up its 
procedures and is setting up a 
team of four audit inspectors to 
supervise standards on new 
sites. 

The auditors will complement 
and oversee the 300 site inspec¬ 
tors already employed by the 
council by making spot cnecks 
on random sites. 

The initial period a builder is 
allowed for the correction of 
defects has been reduced from 
30 to 14 days and a company's 
appearance before a disciplin¬ 
ary hearing must now be within 
six weeks. 

The council hopes these 
measures will cut the massive 
£10 million payout it made for 
3,000 claims last year.

Ridley overrules 
housing advisers 


ENVIRONMENT secretary 
Nicholas Ridley has rejected the 
advice of a panel of government 
experts and decided to limit the 
number of new homes built in 
south Hampshire to 57,100 over 
the next 10 years. 

House builders had asked the 
Government to make provision 
for the construction of more 
than 74,000 units in the Ports¬ 
mouth, Southampton and Win¬ 
chester areas. 

But following a report by a 
team of experts, which recom¬ 
mended that 62,800units should 
be allowed, Ridley plumped for 
Hampshire County Council’s 
lower figure of 57, 100 . 

He accepted the council’s 
view that south Hampshire 
would be a growth area in the 
South-east up to 1996. Enough 
land must be allocated for it to 
carry out that role, but certain 
areas must be maintained as low 
housing density areas, he said. 

Ridley recommended that 


prowth should be concentrated 
in Totton, Chandler’s Ford, 
Hedge End North and Fareham 
Western Wards. But he rejected 
his panel’s recommendation to 
increase the housing provision 
at Whiteley. 

Off-Broadway 
show on road 

BROADWAY Boulevard, des¬ 
cribed in the blurb as London’s 
"first purpose-built nightclub", 
will open next month in the 
basement of the multi-million 
pound Ealing Centre, west 
London.

“THOSE behind many schemes seem to 
have no idea that they might build 
something pleasant, or even beautiful. 
They are content with the lowest form of 
the useful.” The lOthreport of the Royal 
Fine Art Commission for Scotland—for 
the most part a damning indictment of 
recent inner-city developments — is an 
important and timely document. 

Important because It represents the 
views of a respected and independent 
body briefed to report on schemes In the 
wider context of public amenity and 
artistic Importance. And timely because 
its publication coincides with a boom in 
retail development that is bringing about 
substantial changes In urban infra¬ 
structures on both sides of the border. 

A recent visit to Letchworth, which 
proudly proclaims itself “the world’s 
first Garden City”, left mixed impress¬ 
ions. The foresight and audacity of 
Parker A Unwin’s planning remains 
clear, but almost every post-war 
contribution has detracted from their 
vision and some of the most recent 
developments are embarrassing in their 


naivety. Where blame can be attributed 
to the architects, it is for their lack of 
sensitivity and modesty. All too often 
their buildings try too hard to be what 
they aren’t. 

Responsibility must He with develop¬ 
ers, too. Their increasing power has 
meant decisions are increasingly subject 
to fluctuations In the money markets and 
they can offer authorities the vote- 
catching carrot of employment pros¬ 
pects. Civic responsibilities can too 
easily be ignored or forgotten in the 
financial and political machinations. 

Nonetheless, there are significant 
signs of changes, partly indicative of a 
new breed of patron-developers and 
partly their recognition that good design 
can pay dividends. If only in expediting 
planning permissions. Terry Farrell's 
commissioning for substantial Inner-city 
schemes and the hirings of Richard 
MacCormac and Leon Krier by rival 
developers at Spitalflelds Market would 
have been unthinkable as little as five 
years ago, and such moves can only bode 
well for our inner cities If they nreseen as

indicators of a trend that Involves 
thoughtful and sensitive architects in 
planning decisions. 

The possibility of Krier being involved 
In the master plan of an important inner- 
London site is particularly Intriguing. 
Over the past decade Krier has been 
responsible for an Influential series of 
theoretical projects examining "the 
European City”, but his attention has 
rarely been drawn to the city he has made 
his home. His counter-proposal for the 
site of the former markets at Les Halles 
in Parts remains one of his most powerful 
theoretical statements and Spitalflelds 
Market may offer the most appropriate 
opportunity to exert real Influence and be 
responsible for “something pleasant, or 
even beautiful".

I WAS surprised to rend your 
comments under the heading 
“Housing and Herrings** 
(Comment August 1). Whereas I 
accept that much of the home¬ 
less problem has to do with the 
shortage of rented accommoda¬ 
tion, I find your total dismissal 
of the view (hat housing prob¬ 
lems are caused by local 
authority restrictions on land 
release and that high land prices 
are a principal cause of high 
housing costs in Lhe private 
sector, quite irrational. You 
make surprising allegations that 
it is house-builders themselves 
who decide the land value. 

I submit that, like everything 
else, land is an essential com¬ 
modity and its price is related to 
adequacy of supply. The 
essential material for the private 
house-builder is the land on 
which to build and supply is 
limited by the local tuUhoritics' 
restriction on land release. If far

more land were to be released 
then there would be less com¬ 
petition for that commodity and 
land prices would inevitably and 
quite certainly fall. The effect of 
adequate competition would be 
the same as it always is — a 
reduction in the sale cost. Your 
suggestion that such a reduction 
in the housing cost would not 
take place because the builder 
knows the maximum price of a 
house in a certain location, quite 
misses the point. The price of a 
house in a certain location quite 
depends upon the adequacy of 
supply and competition. 

I have a suspicion that your 
Comment is written in regard to 
the situation in London and the 
Home Counties, where adequate 
releases of land would be 
difficult, if not impossible, to 
achieve. Your views arc certain¬ 
ly not appropriate to the area in 
which I practice, nor in my view 
for much of the country. 

There hnve recently been 


articles about the fact that the 
private house-builder all too 
often offers loo small a house 
and yet finds willing buyers. 
Once again, if there were to be 
more houses on the market then 
proper competition would re¬ 
sult in an improvement in the 
article being offered. It has 
always been the result of ade¬ 
quate competition on an open 
market. 

The question is whether we 
can provide for an adequate and 
free market without too much 
damage to the essential com¬ 
munity interests which it is the 
duty of the planning authorities 
to protect. 

Where planners restrict the 
supply of building land below 
the level of demand there will 
inevitably be high land costs, 
inadequate competition, high 
new house prices and a poorer 
commodity.

The 
essential material for the private 
house-builder is the land on 
which to build and suppjy is 
limited by the local authorities’ 
restriction on land release. Iffnr 


more land were’to be released 
then there would be less com¬ 
petition for that commodity and 
land priocs would inevitably and 
quite ccrta inly fall. The effect of 
adequate competition would be 
the same as it always is —- b 
reduction in the sale cost. Your 
suggestion that such a reduction 
in the housing cost would not 
take place because the builder 
knows the maximum price of a 
house in a certain location,quite 
misses the point. The price of a 
house in a certain location quite 
depends upon the adequacy of 
supply and competition. 

T have a suspicion that your 
Comment is written in regard to 
the situation in London and the 

Home Counties, whereadequate 

releases of land would be 
difficult, if not impossible, to 
achieve. Your views arc certain¬ 
ly not appropriate to the area in 
which 1 practice, nor in my view 
for much of the country.

THE announcement of the 
RIBA Architecture Awards 
is usually greeted with little 
enthusiasm. The inherent

That this lesson seems to hold 
true for nearly ail of the thirty 
premia ted projects is an en¬ 
couraging sign. The extrava¬ 
gance and excess that character¬ 
ises so much of the over-stylish, 
over-published output of a few 
practices is not here. 

Perhaps this will persuade 
more architects and clients to 
pul forward their buildings for 
1988.

IN contrast to the Burrell, the 
Dundee Repertory Theatre is a 
considerable achievement on a 
low budget almost 16 times 
smaller. On a tight site in the 
corner of an incomplete Georg¬ 
ian Square, a fully equipped 
regional theatre has been neatly 
fitted into the city fabric. It has 
enjoyed immense success not 
just with theatre-goers but as a 
meeting place for the whole 
community. 

The jury was particularly 
impressed with the efficient 
planning of the building on this 
small site. There seems to be no 
wasted or badly used space. All 
sides of the building are care¬ 
fully considered. At the rear the 
ground and buildingareshaped 
to provide an amphitheatre (not 
yet used). Interest and contin¬ 
uity are developed throughout 
the building with the recurring, 
slightly quirky triangular motif 
and same materials of stained 
wood, concrete block and 
exposed concrete.

THIS building for Vickers pic by the Ryder Nicklin Partnership is 
immediately impressive both in ils size, it is 600m long, and the 
elegant simplicity of both the idea and execution. It brings together, 
quite literally underone roof, several different organisations within 
the Vickers Group involved in the construction of tanks. It is 
probably an equal tribute both to the diem and the architect that 
such an organised and excellent piece of architecture has resulted. 
The members of the firm that were met on the visit, ranging from 
directors to men on the shop floor, have no pretentions about what is 
theiraim, to produce awellmade product in a work man-like manner. 

It is rare to find that the architect has matched the client's own 
abilities. There are no Frills at the Armstrong Works, every single 
element of the building and the details of construction have and 
know their place. This buildinglifts the ordinary and the expedient to ■ 
a level of simple enjoyment in a manner that is extremely rare. The 
jury were unanimous in their vote.

Royal Concert Hall, Nottingham (Renton

THIS building is a "tourdc force" and outstanding architecture both 
internally and externally. It is a stylish and confident building which 
sits well on a difficult site alongside the Theatre Royal creating an 
architectural and cultural focal point in ihecity centre. The planning 
is ingenious, resolving the complexities of the brief and the 
relationship with the Theatre Royal in a manner whichenables both 
buildings to have their own identity while creating as much external 
public space as possible on a constricted site.The building is visually 
well articulated with an exciting foyer complex on a number of levels 
on glazed galleries giving a sculptural effect by day and a most 
dramatic effect by night, with an unusually effective tight sculpture 
adding to the excitement of the foyer spaces. 

The quality of detail in the foyer interiors is excellent, with a good 
use of materials and colour. The auditorium is very well designed 
technically, although somewhat stark in its use of colour and some 
materials. Back-stage and service accommodation is competently 
handled in every respect. The quality of construction seems 
uniformly high.
